with the acceaslon of a new Pope 
to the chair of Peter, the world, even 
amid war'B alarums, has watched 
with expectant interest the flrat acta 
of the Pontiff. Of these acta the 
ones which ezdtea perhapa moet 
general Intereat If the appdntmeat 
of a Cardlaal Seeretary of State. 
Bach Pope appetata hla ova Car- 
dinal Boeratary of StaU. for that 
official la the Pope'a Hght hand In 
dealing with dYll goremmeata. It la 
therefove of the utmoat importance 
that the Oardlaal SecreUry, besides 
being a maa of aftaira, ahould alio 
be iike-mladed with him whoae ehlef 
Instrument he la to be. Seldom per- 
haps has this rule of common sense 
been more clearly exemplified than 
in the appointment of Pope Benedict 
XV. of Cardinal Kerrata. 

Horn at Gradoli, near Vilerbo. in 
1847, Uomenico Kerrata came of a 
faimlly of much consideration in a 
neighborhood whieh had famished 
many member* to the aerrlee of the 
churefa. Dae of hla brothera died an 
Augustlnlan monk. Reading maketh 
a full rnan and talking a ready man, 
and Dottore Kerrata's years of study 
and teaching liad completed the 
formation of a mind siiigiiiariy able 
and supple. 8o he was called upon 
to exercise his abilities in e< c icsi- 
astlcal diplomacy. After a short 
time at the Seeretarlate of Bz- 
traordlnary Becleelaetleal Affair* he 
WHH in t|ie aummer of 1879 appointed 
auditor of the Apostolic Nunciature 
at Paris, where he had the good 
fortune to serve under a Nuncio 
whose ability is siiil u tradition, the 
Polish prelate. .M^r C/.askl. after- 
ward Cardinal. Here Ferrata 
showed hlmaelf * quick laemer In 
the delicate latrlteclaa of diplomacy. 

After these years of tralaiag the 
time had come for Mgr. Ferrate to 
be intruBtod with work of the high- 
est Importance. In April, 188S, he 
was recalled to Rome B« lender 
Secretary of the Congrenji ion of 
Extraordinary Bccleelastlcal Airalrs, 
in whleh post he was quickly con- 
fronted with mattere of extreme dif- 
ficulty. The flret waa ooaeeraed with 
Switserland, tVe OoTemment of 
which had adopted a sort of 
Kulturkainpl and broken off all rela- 
tlona with the Holy See. He was In- 
trusted with the arduous mission of 
appeasing the Government and dos- 
ing the quarrel. On his first visit to 
Berna he set hlmaelf to gain its Kood 
will and In thia he was, by a happy 
combination of affability and plain 
speaking, so succaaaful that he 
brought the Government to see the 
desirability of 'a re*pproachment 
with the Holy See. 

In the following year he again 
wml to Berne, but this linu- «itli the 
official status of Apostolic DeieKate. 

The auttar la head concerned the 
dioeaae of Baal*, which included 
cantons where taellaga agalaat the 
Holy See waa bittereat and la eae of 
which the ecclaalaatlcal orgaalaaUoaa 
id to be arranged and aatabUahed. 
Firm in his adherence to essential 
ecclesiastical principle, the Delegate 
Apostolic showed himself at the same 
time able to understand and allow 
(or minor differencee. Thus in the 
caatoa laat BMatloMd tha Oomch- 
maat of Borae rafaaed to allow a 
dioeeae to be erected. But Mgr 
Ferrate prevelled upon H to aeeept 
an administrator apostolic having 
idscopal authority. Peace with 
Home waa the result, which waa 
ultimately ratified by a convention 
signed at Berne in March. 1888. 
Thla algaal suecsei in so difficult a 
matter waa marked by lively ap- 

Jraelation on the part of Pope Leo 
.III., who appolatad Mgr. flarrate 
President of the Aeadony of Noble 
K( civHiastics In Rome (the auraery 
of the churib's diplomats) and 
canon of Santa Maria Maggiore. 

Through bis tact and ability Car- 
dlaal rwrrate esUblished friendly 
relatleaa botweea the Holy See aad 
Beldam, aad ala* dM aamUent work 
aa Nuaci* ApaotaM* te the n«aah 
capiUI, a post which he held fer five 
difficult years and by hie moderathm 
and tact kept the atorm that na 
threatening aad MaMlgltalV Mm 

la ItSt he was created a Cardinal, 
and returning to Rome he gave him- 
self up to the alleBt but Important 
and far raaehlng work of the Roman 

congregations Besides the CoBgra- 
Kailuii of Kxtraordinary Wfljaml- 
asllcal Affairs, with which he bed 
Ikeen BO long ix>nnt>c(ed, and the 
commiasion for the cxxl I f Icatlon of 
the canon law Instituted by Plus X., 
Oardlaal Kerrata was sucoeeafuliy 
Praleet of the ooasratatlon of lu 
dajaaaeaa, of rftea. of Blahops aud 
Naalara, of the aacrameata. and on 
Oe daath of Cardinal Rampolla he 
became Secretary of the Holy Oflee.

A paraoa aupportlng **T*ral 
pollelM la a tratomal lasamnce 
aoelety la aot deeply Intereated in 
th* ao-callad aeeM Inmrane* legl*- 
latlon. To him thla agitation ap- 
peara to be annoylngly radical. Hla 
viewa are Influenced hy tha very 
nature of hi* protoetion, and his 
first action* ar* oon**qu*ntly very 
connervatlre. Social Insurance un- 
doubtedly Is oieanlngleM to htm, or 
at the most It Is merely a fad, a 
passing show of the present decade. 

The general eelctlons throughout 
the various States do not verify the 
above criticism. Social Insurance 
has assumed a real earneatneas, in 
fact BO serloiu that a large number 
of maa wha fomorly ahmned their 
shoulder* and th*n forgot about it 
are now engaged in studying the 
progress of insurance legislation and 
the controlling factors. Several 
States in the Cnion are contemplat- 
ing to enter into the insurance liusi- 
nesB. 

The high cost of government no 
doubt la Influenced by the added 
numher of State employe* and thus 
the rule seems to be that the num- 
ber and alie of budgeta la directly 
proportional to the number of em- 
ployes and size of the office. This 
consideration, however, should ftot 
be the standard in defining the 
rights and duties of the State 
Government, nor of any other gov- 
ernment. The queatlon Involved ia 
not one of effldeney nor of ooaU 
and prof Ha. but one of principle. 
The fundamental principle of the 
Amerlean fomn of government Is a 
representative government. The 
powers invested in the Government, 
and In the case of the Federal (!ov- 
emment the powers delegatpd by the 
respective States are supposedly 
equally balaaeed among that of the 
eseentlTO, the laglalatlva and 
judiciary. The Individual and 
property rights of each ' citlsen, or 
person coming under the Jurisdiction 
of that Government, are adequately 
protected. Today In spite of these 
guarantees there ban grown up a 
system of paternalism which haa 
reaulted in extravaganeaa, waate and 
an intricate multiplicity of oftlcea 
and Joba. Thla 1* not a defect of 
the foundation of our Oovemment, 
but a reault of an energetic activity 
on the part of politicians. And 
SociallBm has thus been able to in- 
trench Itself. A large part of this 
so-called activity or social legislation 
Is not essentially wrong; on the con- 
trary, it is necessary and even vital, 
lliat we need induatrial compensa- 
tion acta, health boreaua, old age 
insurance and what not, thare can 
be no doubt, but whether this 
activity ahould be shouldered by the 
State in i-oni pel it Ion with private 
corporatiouH and organizations ia 
not merely uiidesirable and un- 
healthy, but wrong and aubveraive 
of the rights and prirtlai** of th* 
individual citlsen.

It ahould 
be borae In mind that the ehlef 
thing to be realised Is the safe- 
guard of private property by legal 
enactment and public policies." 

Stale Insurance, State this or 
State thai, is indeed not a guarantee 
in safi'guai diiiK private property, 
lu this particular the State Ib not 
protecting but directing private sn- 
deavor; It is not encouraging private 
haalaam but eompatlaf with private 
haala***. Thl* eoadltloa at affsira 
Is commonly known as soelalUm, 
when It correctly should be called 
Indifferentism. Men of influence, 
officers of organisations, yes. the 
average citlsen. ia too Indifferent to 
the needa of hi* tallowman. He 
doea not heed the artw of the rmt- 
lesa maaaaa, hla eyaa Sanaa aot the 
Ilia of the day.

So many InBtances are on n-rord 
of ni-rdi'd funds bring unexpocifdly 
and alniopt niirarnlously provided 
for Catliolii- enlprprifles apparently 
thrcatenfd with delay or failure 
unlesH financial help whb forthrora- 
ing that the acqulBitlon by the 
Sisters of Mercy, In the early daya 
of their atrusgling foundation in 
Plttsbargh, of a large fortune with 
their first poatnlant may he re- 
garded Si another of these provi- 
dential Interposltlona. The father 
of this first Sister of Mercy In the 
I iiiieil Slates was Luke TIernan, 
who died in llaltimore on November 
10, He waa one of the most 

prominent and successful Irish 
I'atiiolic merchants of his day, im- 
purting general merehandiso In his 
own ships. It wss hs Who brought 
over from Bngland the first locomo- 
tive for the Baltimore & Ohio rail- 
road. In which he was largely In- 
terfsted and of which he was one 
f the Incorporators, securing for 
that road the first charter granted 
in the United States. He was a 
native of County Heath, Ireland, 
where he was horn In 17B7. He 
settled in Hagerstown, Md., on 
emigrating to America In 1784, and 
there he married Anna O'Neil In 
179H and moved to Daltlmore, where 
in a long and prosperous career lie 
amassed a large fortune. He was 
always interested In any movement 
to benefit his church and his fellow* 
countrymen aad was noted for his 
many charities. Boiag one of the 
original Trustees of the Baltimore 
Cathedral, it fell to his lot to pur- 
chase the property on which It was 
built. As President of the Ilaltinioro 
Hibernian Society he co-operated 
with Father Moranvllle, pastor of 
St. Hatrlclc'B church, in establishing 
the first free parochial school in 
Baltimors. He was slso one of the 
eommlttee of seven citisens ap- 
pointed to provide for the defense of 
the city at the time of the bombard- 
ment of Fort McHenry during the 
war of 1812. He died at the ripe 
age of seventy-two, leaving an Im- 
mense estate to his widow, his two 
sons and two daughters, one of 
whom, Bllsa Jane Tieman, took her 
large skare with her Into the com- 
munity of the Sisters of Uorcy in 
Pittsburgh, to which eUy she re- 
moved after the death of her mother 
In 1841. 

The Sisters of Charity from Em- 
mltsburg under Sister Isidore 
f-isher. who later, on April !t, 1846, 
entered the convent of the Sisters 
of Mercy, had already been Intro- 
duced Into the diocese by Father 
O'Reilly in 1836, and were in charge 
of fhe orphan asylum and St. Paul's 
parochial school, and in 184^ 
Bishop O'Connor, on his way to 
Home, secured in Ireland a band of 
Sisters of Mercy under Mother 
Mary Frances Warde, and they 
reached Pittsburgh on December 21 
of the same year, taking possession 
of a four-story brick building on 
Pean street as their first convent. 

Before the Bishop left for Europe 
Miss Tiernan had consulted him 
with a view of going to Ireland to 
make her novitiate there at the 
mother house of fhe Sisters of 
Mercy, but as her family and friends 
Interposed strenuous objections he 
oonassllod delay, ssyiaf to hsr: 
"Don't he In too great a hurry; we 
may have Sisters of Mercy here 
yet." When they really did arrive 
she succeeded In reconciling her 
relatives to the step she had so long 
contemplated, and she entered the 
convent as the first Aiiierieaif 
postulant, February 2, 1844. The 
first eoroaiony in the convent 
Aapel took plaee a few weeks 
afterward on February IS, when 
Miss Margaret O'Brtsn. afterward 
Mother Superior of the Chicago con- 
vent, who had accompanied the 
Slaters from Ireland, received the 
white veil. The second cereanony to 
which the public was admitted was 
the profession of Bister Mary Aloy- 
slus Strange, one of the Irish 
novieao. and the eoaterriag of the 
white veH on Miss Tiernan as Sister 
Mary Xsvler, Bishop O'Connor 
preaching the sermon. Sister Mary 
>ravler was professed April IS, 184.';. 

The Sisters opened their first 
school in the Penn street lonvent 
In 1844, and next year they opened 
St. Xavisr's Academy with fifteen 
boarders. Then followed the open- 
ing of their hospital, orphan asylum 
and House of Mercy, and many 
other acceaslons eame to their 
ranks. Including Miss Blliabeth MC' 
r'affie>. (if Clevelaud, daughter of 
Dr. McCaffrey, of Cleveland: Miss 
Bllsa Wynne, daughter of Maior 
Wynne, of Pittsburgh; the Miasea 
Mary and Catherine McOIrr, dangh 
tera of Dr. MeOirr, of Tonaastown; 
Mlas Franeee Brown, of WsaWaBtoa 
county: Miss Hsry Psnnsssy, of 
Harriaburg, and others. 

The Slaters' llonptinl wag in 
charge of Mother Mary Xavler Tier- 
nan when 111 1 848 came fhe epidemic 
of typhus fever, and her attendance 
on the victims eihaaslai a delicate 
constitution end she vas attacked 
by virulent erndp^ai. from which 
<he hud not the etrength to rally 
and ihn went to her reward Mareh 
9. 184 8 Hera was the first real 
Catholic funeral In Pittsburgh, 
Blahup, priests, students and lalty 
vaUlos procasaloually to the ceme- 
tery where her remains wv.i- laid 
St rest, later to be retulvrred In 8t
